OxrorpD ITEMs.—From our esteemed 
Oxford Correspondent, we are favored 
With the following items of interest from 
that locality : 


A meeting of the citizens of Oxford 
took place in the Court house on Friday 
night, to take into consideration the 
erection of «a Rail Road to connect 
either with Henderson or some point on 
the Roanoke Valley Road, with the view 
of a continuation thence to Keysville, 
on the Richmond and Danville Road. 
Both projeets had warm adherents, and 
quite an interesting discussion took 
place, principally participated in by 
Messrs. R. H. Kingsbury, R. W. Lassiter 
and J. C. Cooper, and by Capt. C. Betts, 
and Maj. J. T. Littlejohn. The meet- 
ing voted against building the road to 
Henderson, on the supposition that the 
other plan was more feasible, as it was 
believed persons on the line of the pro- 
posed route would subscribe a larger 
amount to its erection, and furthermore, 
that the citizens of Richmond and the 
Pennsylvania Central Road would con- 
tribute liberally to this enterprise. The 
opinion was expressed that if the pro 
posed connection with Keysville was 
effected tiat Dr. Hawkins, President ot 
R. & G. R. R., and the cities of Peters- 
burg and Norfolk, and the managers of 
the Old Dominion Steam 58. 8. Co., 
would build one from Oxford to -Hen- 
derson, rather than permit the trans- 
portation from this. section to he 
divested from its present course. The 
people of Oxford and vicinity are 
earnestly in favor of a road, and we 
think would prefer it to connect with 
Henderson, if those whose interests are 
involved with theirs would subscribe to 
the undertaking with proper liberality.

THE CONFEDERATE MONUMENT. 


After entering the grounds the first 
object that attracts the attention, is the 
monument crected by the Ladics’ Me- 
morial Association of Raleigh, to the 


memory of the Confederate dead. 
Having given our readers a_ full 
description of this monument a 


few issues since, we will pass on 
to the next most prominent and inter- 
esting feature which is the one com- 
memorative of the name and virtues of 
that venerated North Carolina states- 
man, Governor Jonathan Worth, recent- 
ly esected. Itis made of Italian mar. 
ble and is about 13 feet high. The die 
is a most splena.d piece of workman- 
ship. Upon the front side of this, in 
raised letters, is the following brie: but

Upon the side of the die opposite to 
that on which is the inscription,is a 
skillfully sculptured coat of arms of 
North Carolina, in basso relievo, an 
emblem peculiarly appropriate to the’ 
eminent dead. On the other side of the 
die, are engraved two volumes, repre- 
senting, respectivly, the Holy Bible and 
the Constitution and Laws, emblems 
equally appropriate to the character 
commemorated. The whole is sur- 
mounted bya beautiful shaft. The pro- 
ortions of the monument are as pleas- 
ing to the eye, as the details of the work 
are beautiful—all making a memento 
not entirely unworthy of the distin 
guished character thus remembered. 
The monument is from the Marble 
yard of S. Klaber & Co., New York 
city, and placed in position in the Square 
by John Cayton, stone cutter of this 
city. 
The next point of interest was the 
grave of Hon. J. J. DANIEL, one of the 
most eminent Judges that ever sat upon 
our Supreme Court Bench, Judge 
Daniel’s grave is without a stone. His 
exalted talents and distinguished servi-
